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Grant Will Finance State 
Survey Of Home Accidents 


BALTIMORE, June 30 (* — A 
statewide survey of home accident? 
and their causes will be under­ 
taken next month by the State 
Health Department with a grant of 
$71,277 
from 
the W. K. Kellogg 
Foundation. 
Gov. McKeldin announced yester­ 
day receipt of the grant to finance a 
three-year project which will in­ 
clude a vigorous accident preven­ 
tion program. 
McKeldin noted that M aryland’s 
home accident rate in 1950 was 
19.4 per 1,000 population, compared 
to a national figure of 16.7 per 
thousand. 
The study plan submitted to the 
foundation’has the approval of the 


Medical and Chirurgical Faculty 
and the State Board of Health. 
Dr. Robert H. Riley, state health 
director, said the need for such a 
survey 
was 
recognized 
by 
the 
board last year after a special re­ 
port by R. M. Brow n, chief of the 
Bureau of Environmental Hygiene. 
Facilities of the bureau will be 
used to expedite and coordinate 
the study and a staff of specialized 
personnel will be added and fi­ 
nanced by the Kellogg grant, Riley 
said. 
The first year of the study will 
be devoted to a survey of fatal 
home and public accidents, other 
than those involving motor vehi­ 
cles. 


“Zoners” Lose 
To American ll. 


WASHINGTON, June 30 ^ —Fed­ 
eral 
District 
Judge 
Alexandria 
Holtzoff ruled yesterday that Amer- 
can University has the right to con­ 
struct a new Sibley Hospital on its 
campus. 
The decision followed a three- 
week trial. The university and the 
hospital filed suit in an attem pt to 
upset an order of the District Zon­ 
ing Commission which barred con­ 
struction of the hospital on the 
campus. 
Residents of the Spring Valley 
and Wesley Heights areas of Wash­ 
ington joined the district govern­ 
ment in defending the Zoning Com­ 
mission order. 


Judge Holtzoff held that the com­ 
mission order “deprives American 
University of the right to use its 
property in a manner possessed 
by it since the acquisition of the 
land and also uninterruptedly since 
1920 when zoning was introduced 
in the district.’’ 
Judge Holtzoff said the Zoning 
Commission order was unconstitu­ 
tional since it bore no reasonable 
relation 
to 
the 
public, 
safety, 
health or morals or the general 
welfare. The order, he added, con­ 
stituted a taking of the property of 
the university without due process 
of law in violation of the fifth 
amendment to the Constitution.

In-side facts regarding the abo r­ 
tive appo intm ent o f To m Lyo rr, fo r­ 
m erly o f Anaco nda Co pper, to be 
head o f the Bureau o f M ines are 
highly interesting. 
Lyo n, who co m es fro m Salt Lake 
City, w as pro po sed fo r the m ines 
po st by Senato r W atkins o f U tah, 
chairm an o f the Senate subco m- 
|Tiittee o n 
Im m igratio n. 
W atkins 
recently intro duced an im m igratio n 
bill favo red by President Eisen­ 
ho w er which perm its 240,090 extra 
refugees and im m igrants to enter 
the U.S.A. 
W atkins was no t at all enthusi­ 
astic abo ut intro ducing this bill, 
and finally agreed to do so at the 
urging o f the White Ho use. In re­ 
turn. the White Ho u.se pro m ised to 
appo int Lyo n to be directo r o f the 
Mines B ureau. 
A ctually, W atkins did no t kno w 
Lyo n, but was acting at the behest 
o f 
Anaco nda 
Co pper which 
has 
large ho ldings in U tah and is a 
po wer in the sta te’s po litics. 
When it develo fved that Lyo n was 
o ut o f sym pathy with the F ederal 
Mine Safety Act. was draw ing a 
$ 5.000 revo cable w nsio n fro m Ana­ 
co nda. and to ld a g n a t e co m m ittee 
that "life has beco m e very cheap 
aro und the glo be." W atkins mo ved 
im m ediately to w ithdraw hi.# nam e. 
To that end he pho ned the White 
Ho use. 
He fo und, ho wever, that Ike was 
o ut go lfing, so he go t Sherm an 
Adam s instead. Adams agreed to 
w ithdraw Lyo n’s nam e, in fact did 
so witho ut telling the President. 
Abo ut the sam e tim e. Secretary 
o f the Interio r McKay also tried to 
call the P resident .also go t Assist­ 
ant P resident Adams instead. But 
A dam s didn’t tell the secretary o f 
the Interio r that Eisenho wer was 
go lfing and he was a bit peeved 
th at he co uldn’t talk to the P res­ 
ident him self. W atkins m eanw hile 
grum bled to friends abo ut Ike’s 
go lfing pro clivities. 


Since everybo dy, inclv^ng the 
adm inistratio n, agrees tltfu the ex­ 
cess-pro fits tax is a vicio us device 
th at stifles co m petitio n and aids 
the bigger co m panies at the ex­ 
pense o f the sm aller o nes, there 
w as no thing to prevent the adm in­

The excess-pro fits tax was sup­ 
po sed to bring in $ 800,000,000 be­ 
tween no w and the end o f the year. 
The adm inistratio n, which no w esti­ 
m ates its deficit at $ 5,800,000,0(Xi— 
and Senato r T aft says it m ay run 
as high as $7,000,000.000—do esn’t 
help its standing o r prestige by in­ 
sisting 
o n 
the 5800 .000,000 item 
when everybo dy kno ws a cut o f 
that am o unt can be m ade in the 
budget expenditures. 
The real answ er is po litics. The 
adm inistratio n is afraid to cut o ff 
the excess-pro fits tax six mo nths 
ahead o f the tim e when perso nal in­ 
co m e taxes are to be auto m atically 
reduced. The previo us Co ngress 
vo ted bo th o f these changes in the 
tax 
setup. 
The 
adm inistratio n 
m ight well have co m e up with the 
necessary substitutes, but it was 
afraid th a t^ it co uldn’t repeal the 
excess-pro fits tax in June witho ut 
aw arding just as early to the in­ 
dividual the 10 per cent reductio n 
pro m ised them by law to beco m e 
effective Jan uary 1 next.

Was it wo rth while to bring in a 
special rule to threaten to fo rce th« 
bill to a vo te and establish a pre­ 
cedent fo r by-passing co m m ittee 
chairm en? Or wo uld it have been 
better to let Mr. R eed’s bill co m a 
o ut o f the Ways and M eans Co m­ 
m ittee and try to effect a co m pro ­ 
m ise o n it by the am ending pro ­ 
cess? 


U ncertainty Rem ains 


These

lem gets farther and farther aw ay 
fro m so lutio n. The businesses o f 
the co untry wo uld pro bably have 
gladly accepted an extensio n o f the 
excess-pro fits tax fo r six m o nths if 
' , the adm inistratio n had been willing 
to agree o n a co rpo ratio n-tax rate 
effective next January. As it is, 
the last Co ngress pro vided that o n 
April 1. 1954. the co rpo ratio n tax 
auto m atically co mes do wn fro m 
the 52 per cent flat ra te to 47 per 
cent.' This is estim ated as m eaning 
a $2 .000,000.0 0 0 . reductio n in rev­ 
enue. Certainly the adm inistratio n 
anno uncem ent that it w anted the 
52 per cent rate co ntinued .to the 
end o f 19.54 didn’t sit well with 
business in the face o f the an­ 
no uncem ent that the T reasury also 
w anted the excess-pro fits tax co n­ 
tinued fo r six m o nths. There w as a 
general apprehensio n th at the .52 
per cent rate wo uld be co ntinued 
indefinitely—and th a t’s to o high a 
ra te to keep if business expansio n 
and refinancing is to be enco uraged 
as it has been in peacetim e year* 
In the past. 
The Eisenho wer adm inistratio n 
co uld have had a co m pro m ise any 
tim e it wanted to sit do wn with 
C hairm an Reed o f the Ho use W ays 
and M eans Co m m ittee and wo rk 
o ne o ut. A flat rate o f 49 per cent, 
beginning in Jan uary 1954. wo uld 
have been accepted as a step th a t 
rem o ved uncertainty no w co ncern­ 
ing 1954 o peratio ns. As it is, th« 
business wo rld faces a 
six-m o nth 
extensio n o f the excess-pro fits tax 
and an uncertainty co ncerning w hat 
will be do ne in 1954 with respect to 
straight co rpo ratio n tax when the 
present law co mes up fo r actio n 
o n April I, 1954.

July 2 could be celebrated as well a.*. July 4 for 
the p ro clam atio n of in d ep en d en ce 
by 
the 
United 
States. I t was on July 2, 1776, th a t the C ontinental 
Congress voted for independence. 
T h e D eclaration 
adopted on Ju ly 4 was in a way an ex p lan atio n and 
defense, in broad legal concepts, of th e action taken 
two days earlier. 


On Ju n e 7, 1776, the Virginia delegation, through 
R ichard Henry’ Lee, h ad offered a series of three 
resolutions for Independence.

Ought not that to make one 
suspicious? For what does it 
mean when a man takes refuge 
in the 
Fifth Amendment? It 
mean* that according to his 
own knowledge and belief, he 
being familiar with the nature 
of hia own conduct, his testi­ 
mony concerning himself would 
lead to his convirtion in a court 
of law of a statutory crime 
which he did. in fact, commit. 


The 
Constitution 
safeguards 
a 
person 
from 
testifying 
against 
himself. The person who has com­ 
mitted no crim e or participated in 
none, or who has not associated 
with criminals, does not require 
the protection of the Fifth Amend­ 
ment because nothing he can ij»y 
con’d involve him in a crime. 
For instance, take the case of 
Julius J. Joseph, who has had quite 
a career in government He is ask­ 
ed a simple question; 
“ Mr. Morris. Now, were you a 
m em ber of the Communist party 
at that time, Mr, Joseph”" 
If you or I were asked such a 
question under oath, we could, in 
all 
conscience 
say, 
"No!" 
And 
that would be the end of it. We 
know that no one on earth could 
prove otherwise. But not Mr. J o ­ 
seph. h e cam e along with this: 
“ Mr. Morris. I must decline to 
answer that question, for the fol­ 
lowing reasons; 


“ I think the inquiry is a vio­ 
lation of my rights under the 
First Amendment of the Con­ 
stitution, and I think further­ 
more that I am going to exer­ 
cise mv privilege under the 
Fifth Amendment of the Con­ 
stitution. not to testify m yself.” 


So. naturally, I am suspicious. 
I nm also curious to know what 
this fellow did that would incrim­ 
inate him if he told about it

Inside About Lyon 


Inside facts regarding the abor­ 
tive appointment of Tom Lyor, for­ 
merly of Anaconda Copper, to be 
head of the Bureau of Mines are 
highly interesting. 
Lyon. who comes from Salt Lake 
City, was proposed for the mines 
post by Senator Watkins of Utah, 
chairm an of the Senate subcom- 
jnittee on 
Immigration. 
Watkins 
recently introduced an immigration 
bill favored bv President Eisen­ 
hower which permits 240,000 extra 
refugees and immigrants to enter 
the U S A. 
Watkins was not at all enthusi­ 
astic about introducing this bill, 
and finally agreed to do so at the 
urging of the White House In re­ 
turn, the White House promised to 
appoint Lyon to be director of the 
Mines Bureau. 
Actually, Watkins did not know 
Lyon, but was acting at the behest 
of Anaconda 
Copper which 
has 
large holdings in Utah and is a 
power in the state’s politics. 
When it developed that Lyon was 
out of sympathy with the Federal 
Mine Safety Act, was drawing a 
$5 OOO revocable pension from Ana­ 
conda. and told a Senate committee 
that “ life has become very cheap 
around the globe,’* Watkins moved 
immediately to withdraw his name. 
To that end he phoned the White 
House, 
He found, however, that Ike was 
out golfing, so he got Sherman 
Adams instead. Adams agreed to 
withdraw Lyon’* name, in fact did 
so without telling the President. 
About the same time. Secretary 
of the Interior McKay also tried to 
call the President .also got Assist­ 
ant President Adams instead. But 
Adams didn’t tell the secretary of 
the Interior that Eisenhower was 
golfing and he was a bit peeved 
that he couldn’t talk to the Pres­ 
ident himself. Watkins meanwhile 
grumbled to friends about Ike’s 
golfing proclivities. 


Suppressed Report 


It has been* suppressed by Sec­ 
retary of the Interior McKay, but 
a 91-page engineering report flat­ 
ly disputes 
McKay’s recent de­ 
cision 
to 
turn 
the 
controversial 
Hell s Canyon power project over 
to 
the 
Idaho 
Power 
Company. 
Hell s Canyon is the most impor­ 
tant single water-power site re­ 
maining undeveloped in the United 
States, and ^ cu tth ro at controversy 
has raged as to whether it should 
bt* built by the government or by 
private utilities. 
The secret report estimates that 
the com pany’s plan for developing 
electricity from the Snake River 
on the Idaho-Oregon bordrr would 
cost over twice as much as the 
government's multiple-p u r p o s e 
scheme. Tile difference in cost is 
cited as $19 99 per kilowatt year 
for the public plan. as against 
$41.07 per kilowatt year for the 
private plan. The report adds that 
the federal project “ would provide 
some 600 000 additional 
low-cost 
firm 
kilowatts 
which 
otherwise 
w'ould be lost forever.” 
This 
exhaustive 
engineering 
study was ordered by the Interior 
Department at the taxpayers’ ex­ 
pense. and w a s made by John S. 


WASHINGTON—The Eisenhower 
administration has gone from the 
frying pan ito the fire by its tac­ 
tics in the House of Representa­ 
tives. 
The objective — to extend the 
excess-profits 
tax 
another 
six 
months—seemed the easier way to 
handle the tax dilemma, but it has 
proved the hardest. For the issue 
which has developed reaches far­ 
ther than the question of extending 
an existing tax. Quite unnecess­ 
arily the problem has become one 
of legislative control of the House 
by the majority party, and this 
sort of showdown need never to 
have been forced because it gives 
the Democratic minority a chance 
to em barrass 
the 
majority 
and 
frustrate its purpose. 
As a consequence, the situation 
today is that the law governing 
the excess-profits tax has come to 
the expiration point automatically 
and. while an extension can be 
voted that is retroactive, it doesn t 
solve the fundamental problem— 
why a bad tax is continued and no 
effort is made to substitute right 
away 
something 
more equitable 
and fair to all concerned. 


Politics Real Answer 


Since everybody, including the 
administration, agrees thai the ex­ 
cess-profits tax is a vicious device 
that stifles competition and aids 
the bigger companies at the ex­ 
pense of the smaller ones, there 
was nothing to prevent the admin­ 
istration from offering a substitute 
m easure 
that 
raised 
the 
same 
amount of revenue. 
The excess-profits tax was sup­ 
posed to bring in $800,000,000 be­ 
tween now and the end of the year. 
The administration, which now esti­ 
m ates its deficit at $5.800,OOO.OOO--- 
and Senator Taft says it m ay run 
as high as $7,000,000,000—doesn’t 
help its standing or prestige by in­ 
sisting 
on 
the 
J800.000.000 item 
when everybody knows a cut of 
that amount can be made in the 
budget expenditures. 
The real answer is politics. The 
administration is afraid to cut off 
the excess-profits tax six months 
ahead of the time when personal in­ 
come taxes are to be automatically 
reduced. 
The 
previous Congress 
voted both of these changes in the 
tax 
setup. 
The 
administration 
might well have come up with the 
necessary substitutes, but it was 
afraid that it couldn’t repeal the 
excess-profits tax in June without 
awarding just as early to the in­ 
dividual the IO per cent reduction 
promised them by law to become 
effective January I next 
So, instead of facing up. to all

made—the administration chose to 
ride roughshod over the Republi­ 
cans in the House who, under the 
leadership of Rep.

The businesses of 
the country would probably have 
gladly accepted an extension of the 
excess-profits tax for six months if 
the administration had been willing 
to agree on a corporal ion-tax rate 
effective next January. As it is, 
the last Congress provided that on 
April I. 1954. the corporation tax 
automatically comes down from 
the 52 per cent flat rate to 47 per 
cent/ This is estimated as meaning 
a $2,000,000,000 reduction in rev­ 
enue. Certainly the administration 
announcement that it wanted the 
52 per cent rate continued .to the 
end of 1954 didn't sit well with 
business in the face of the an­ 
nouncement that the Treasury also 
wanted the excess-profits tax con­ 
tinued for six months. There was a 
general apprehension that the 52 
per cent rate would be continued 
indefinitely—and that’s too high a 
rate to keep if business expansion 
and refinancing is to be encouraged 
as it has been in peacetime years 
in the past. 
The

could have had a compromise any 
time it wanted to sit down with 
Chairman Reed of the House Ways 
and Means Committee and work 
one out. A flat rate of 49 per cent, 
beginning in January 1954, would 
have been accepted as a step that 
removed uncertainty now concern­ 
ing 1954 operations. As it is, the 
business world faces a six-month 
extension of the excess-profits tax 
and an uncertainty concerning what 
will be done in 1954 with respect to 
straight corporation tax when the 
present law comes up for action 
on April I, 1954.

Seneca s turbine w as m anufac-| 
tuned bv G eneral E lectric and the 


centrifugal com pressor was m ade 
by De Laval. Since their installa­ 
tion research and developm ent has 
continued. 
Although it originally 
was rated at 5.000 horsepower, the 
turbine can produce 5,700 horse­ 
power when the surrounding a ir’s 
tem perature is 80 degrees F ahren­ 
heit,

When the tem ­ 
perature drops to 40 degrees, the 
horsepower output now is estim at­ 
ed to bo 7.000.

Dear Mr. Hester: 
The recent trend toward advertising malt beverages on the 
basis of the sugar or starch content in each b o ttle has resulted in 
numerous complaints from the brewing industry and general public. 
As a resu lt of such complaints, advertisements of th is nature have 
been surveyed and samples of beer produced by a representative number 
of large, medium and small brewers have been analyzed. 


The complaints and interviews have shown that advertisements 
of th is nature lead the majority of readers and viewers over television 
and radio to believe that the advertised product has less sugar or 
* starch than other malt beverages and, therefore, would be less fatten ­ 


ing. 
Analyses of the beer samples have shown th at the sugar content 
varied so l i t t l e , amounting in no instance to more than a negligible 
trace, as to have no appreciable effect on the caloric content. I t is 
the opinion of the Bureau laboratory that starch is not normally 
present in beer. The impression created by these advertisements, 
therefore, th at the amount of sugar or starch contained in the beer 
would appreciably affect the caloric content or i t s sweetness of 
ta s te , is misleading within the meaning of the Federal Alcohol Adminis­ 
tratio n Act and advertising regulations. 
I t would be appreciated i f you would inform the members of your 
association of the Bureau*s opinion th at any reference to sugar or 
starch content in advertisements of malt beverages is misleading and, 
therefore, violates the provisions of Section 5U (A) (I) of Regulation 
No. 7; and that any sim ilar references on .labels violate the provisions 
of Section 29 (A) (I) of Regulation No. 7.

The Allegany County Health De­ 
partment will stop issuing cards 
today for medical care under State 
Health Department orders to cut 
medical care rolls to conform with 
a $50,000 reduction in appropria­ 
tions.
